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All Survive Fiery Jet Crash 


309 escape after French airliner skids off Toronto runway 


T 0 R 0 N T 0 I An Air France jetliner carrying 309 
people skidded off a runway while landing in 
a thunderstorm Tuesday at Toronto’s Pearson 
International Airport, sliding into a ravine and 
bursting into flames. All passengers and crew 
members survived the fiery crash, jumping out 
of the plane before the fire broke out. 

Fourteen people suffered minor injuries 
in the 4:03 p.m. crash landing of Air France 


Flight 358 from Paris to Toronto. 

“The plane touched ground and we felt it 
was going off road and hitting a ravine and 
that’s when we thought that was really the end 
of it,” Olivier Dubois, a passenger who was sit- 
ting in the rear of the A340 Airbus, told CTV. 
“People were screaming and . . . jumping as fast 
as possible and running everywhere, because 
our biggest fear is that it would blow up.” 


Dubois and other passengers said the 
power went off shortly before landing, per- 
haps after the plane was hit by lighting. But he 
said he did not expect a crash landing and that 
there was no warning from the captain. 

Steve Shaw, a vice president of the Greater 
Toronto Airport Authority, said 297 passengers 
and 12 crew were on the plane. He said the jet 
overshot the runway by 200 yards and that he 
believed the fire broke out after the passen- 
gers were evacuated, rob gillies, beth duff-bro (ap)

U.S. Death 
Toll in Iraq 
Tops 1,800 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ | Seven U.S. Marines were 
killed in two separate attacks west of 
Baghdad, where American forces are try- 
ing to seal a major border infiltration route 
for foreign fighters, the military said Tuesday. 
The deaths pushed the U.S. military death 
toll in Iraq past 1,800. 

One of the Marines died Monday in a sui- 
cide car bombing in Hit, 85 miles northwest 
of Baghdad. The other six were killed Monday 
in Haditha, 50 miles from Hit. 

At least 25 American service members 
have been killed in Iraq in the past 10 days 
— all but two in combat. The Iraqi Defense 
Ministry said that since the beginning of 
April, more than 2,700 Iraqis — about half 
of them civilians — had been killed in insur- 
gency-related incidents. 

The Marines launched a series of opera- 
tions along the Euphrates River northwest of 
Baghdad in May and June in hopes of pacify- 
ing the area so that Iraqi military and civilian 
forces could assume effective control. But the 
insurgents have proven resilient, (ap)

Leavitt: U.S. Not 
Prepared for Flu 


HHS secretary says 
if pandemic strikes, 
meds may be mailed 

WASHINGTON I In the event of a flu 
pandemic or a bioterrorism attack, 
help could arrive via door-to-door 
mail delivery or from the fire sta- 
tion down the street, Health and 
Human Services Secretary Mike 
Leavitt said Tuesday. 

Leavitt, in an interview with The 
Associated Press , said it’s clear that 
the system of delivering medicines 
in the United States is inadequate 
in the event of an emergency. 


He said it was “in some ways an 
absolute certainty” that a flu pan- 
demic would occur. “If it happens 
anywhere, there is risk everywhere,” 
he said. 

Leavitt said the federal govern- 
ment was looking to stockpile 20 
million doses of a bird flu vaccine 
and another 20 million doses of 
Tamiflu, an antiviral medication 
to treat the disease. 

The secretary said the goal is to 
have the medicine delivered with- 
in 12 hours of a decision to deploy 
the medicine, but that there are 
flaws in the delivery system.

President Signs CAFTA, 
But New Deals in Doubt 


WASHINGTON | Despite the celebra- 
tory mood in the White House’s East 
Room on Tuesday, the narrowness 
of President Bush’s recent victory 
to secure a free trade pact with six 
Latin American countries has cast 
doubt on the future of other trade - 
opening pacts the administration 
is negotiating. 

“Strengthening our economic 
ties with our democratic neighbors 
is vital to America’s economic and 
national security interests,” Bush 
told his audience shortly before he 
signed the Central American Free 
Trade Agreement. 

The relatively modest agree- 
ment, which Bush first approved 


over a year ago, passed the House 
last week by just a two-vote margin. 
It was obtained only after the presi- 
dent and House Republican leaders 
cajoled and made side promises to 
wavering lawmakers. 

The agreement was crafted with 
Costa Rica, El Salvador, Guatemala, 
Honduras, Nicaragua and the 
Dominican Republic. 

John Murphy, a Latin American 
expert for the U.S. Chamber of 
Commerce, said despite the small 
economic impact of CAFTA, “con- 
cern about the U.S. trade deficit and 
about trade with China loomed 
large in the minds of members of 
Congress.” tom raum (ap) 


Astronauts 
Ready for 
Spacewalk 

Discovery crew preps 
for delieate emergency 
repair job on shuttle 

HOUSTON I Employing the kind of 
ingenuity seen during Apollo 13, an 
astronaut prepped for emergency 
repairs Wednesday on the shuttle 
Discovery with forceps, scissors and 
a hacksaw fashioned out of a blade 
and a little duct tape. 

Stephen Robinson’s mission was 
to remove two short pieces of filler 
material that were sticking out of 
the shuttle’s belly. NASA feared the 
material could lead to a repeat of 
the 2003 Columbia tragedy during 
Discovery’s re-entry next week. 

Astronauts have never ventured 
beneath an orbiting shuttle before, 
and have never attempted repairs to 
the fragile thermal skin in space. 

“No doubt about it, this is going 
to be a very delicate task, but as I 
say, a simple one,” Robinson said. 

The plan was carefully worked 
out on the ground over the past 
four days. It called for maneuver- 
ing Robinson underneath Discovery 
— a no man’s land, up to now — on 
the end of the linked international 
space station’s 58 -foot robot arm.

More Hurricanes 
Loom on Horizon 


Weather serviee says 
11 to 14 more storms 
may develop this year 

WASHINGTON! Note to the millions 
of people living near the Atlantic 
and Gulf coasts: Be prepared to 
batten down the hatches, it’ll be 
a rougher than normal season for 
tropical storms. 

With seven storms, including 
two hurricanes, already record- 
ed — a record for this early in the 
year — National Weather Service 
Director David L. Johnson said 
Tuesday there could be 11 to 14 
more tropical storms, including 
seven to nine more hurricanes, by 
the end of November. 

Hurricane forecaster Gerry 
Bell said there is a combination 


of warmer waters, low wind shear 
and low pressure, as well as the jet 
stream, which favor storm forma- 
tion in the Atlantic. 

Hurricanes derive their energy 
from warm water. The sea surface 
is two to three degrees warmer 
than normal for this time of year. 
Bell noted. 

Weather Service officials urged 
preparedness on the part of people 
living in hurricane -prone areas. 

Bell said hurricanes have 
increased since 1995. He said 
there is a cycle between more and 
less active hurricane seasons which 
lasts for decades. 

The nation’s coastlines had 
major population increases dur- 
ing the decades with low storm 
activity in the 1970s and 1980s, 
he noted.

Police failed to follow proper proce- 
dure as they searched for three miss- 
ing boys later found dead, neglecting 
a national group’s recommendations 
to immediately look in enclosed 
spaces such as car trunks, a report 
released Tuesday said. 

The victims — Anibal Cruz, 11; 
Daniel Agosto, 6; and Jesstin Pagan, 
5 — were found in the trunk of a car 
parked in the yard of their home 
after two days of fruitless search- 
ing after they vanished June 22. An 
autopsy concluded they were alive 
for hours while the search contin- 
ued.

Saudis Bid Simple Farewell to Fahd 



Vice President Cheney 
to attend investiture 
ceremony for Abdullah 

RIYADH, SAUDI ARABIA I King Fahd 
was laid to rest in an unmarked des- 
ert grave Tuesday after his body, 
wrapped in a simple brown robe, 
was borne from a prayer service by 
his sons. Vice President Dick Cheney 
and other world leaders headed to 
Saudi Arabia to pay condolences 
and honor Crown Prince Abdullah’s 
ascension to the throne as the sixth 
king of the wealthy oil power. 

As gun-toting anti-terrorist forc- 
es surveyed the scene, Saudis lined 
up after the burial to pay respects 
to the 81-year- old new monarch, 
a day before tribal leaders, clerics 
and officials swear loyalty to King 
Abdullah in a traditional Islamic 
investiture ceremony. 

Western leaders — including 
Cheney, Britain’s Prince Charles 


and France’s Jacques Chirac — were 
expected to meet with Abdullah sep - 
arately Wednesday to congratulate 
him and express their condolences 
for Fahd’s death. 

The investiture ceremony — an 


Islamic tradition known as “bayah” 
— will seal what the Saudi royal 
family has been eager to show as a 
swift and orderly handover of power, 
the first in 23 years, in a kingdom 
beset by worries over the future. 


Abdullah and about 300 male 
relatives gathered for the burial at 
al-Oud cemetery, a desert plain 
with patches of brush among piles 
of dirt and small uninscribed stones

British ‘Ghost Detainee’ Alleges Abuse 


BOGOTA, COLOMBIA I Police scoured 
the snowcapped mountains of 
northern Colombia Tuesday for a 
leftist rebel unit blamed for a road- 
side bomb attack on a government 
convoy that killed at least 15 elite 
counterinsurgency troops. 

The bombing was the latest in a 
stepped up campaign of attacks this 


year by the Revolutionary Armed 
Forces of Colombia, or FARC, 
apparently aimed at undermining 
hard-line President Alvaro Uribe’s 
re-election hopes. 

The rebels detonated a powerful 
explosive charge as the police con- 
voy drove along a mountainous road 
late Monday, officials said, (ap) 


LONDON I A British resident being 
held as a terrorist suspect by U.S. 
forces claimed he was tortured, 
beaten and cut with a knife by 
his prison interrogators over a 
three year period, his lawyer said 
Tuesday. 

Benyam Mohammed said he 
was held for 2 34 years at a series 


of prisons in Pakistan, Morocco 
and Afghanistan as a so-called 
unregistered “ghost detainee” by 
the U.S. before being transferred 
to the Guantanamo Bay prison, 
according to notes prepared by his 
lawyer, Clive Stafford Smith.

To Tehran 

Countries warn Iran 
that restarting nuke 
plant may spark erisis 

P A R I S I France, Britain and Germany 
hardened their tone toward Iran 
on Tuesday, warning that Tehran 
risked triggering an international 
crisis and could face UN. sanctions 
if it follows through with a threat to 
resume its nuclear program. 

The toughened stance came a 
day after Iran said it would resume 
nuclear processing at its plant in 
Isfahan, beginning Wednesday, 
and follows the election of a new 
ultraconservative government in 
Tehran. 

In a letter to Iran’s top nucle- 
ar negotiator, Hasan Rowhani, 
the three nations’ foreign min- 
isters and the EU foreign policy 
chief warned that restarting work 
would “terminate our dialogue” 
and push the Europeans to seek 
a special session of the board of 
the International Atomic Energy 
Agency. 

The agency’s board can report 
countries to the U.N. Security 
Council, which in turn can impose 
sanctions. 

The Tehran government rejected 
the European stance. “The way is 
not to issue threats. Iran will not 
give in to threats,” Iranian Foreign 
Ministry spokesman Hamid Reza 
Asefi said. 

Earlier Tuesday, France and 
Germany urged Iran to wait for 
a proposal of incentives from 
European negotiators that is expect- 
ed this week, jocelyn gecker (ap)

Chinese Company 
Ends Unocal Bid 


State-controlled firm 
retracts offer to buy 
U.S. oil corporation 

SAN FRANCISCO I China’s govern- 
ment-controlled CNOOC Ltd. 
withdrew its $18.4 billion bid for 
Unocal Corp. on Tuesday, ending a 
politically charged takeover battle 
that highlighted the United States’ 
growing apprehension about the 
economic rise of the world’s most 
populous country. 

CNOOC’s retreat clears the way 
for Chevron Corp., the second larg- 
est U.S. oil company, to complete its 
acquisition of Unocal, even though 
its cash-and-stock offer is currently 
worth $700 million less. 


Chevron had several factors 
working in its favor — regulatory 
clearance, the support of Unocal’s 
board and the backing of U.S. law- 
makers, who questioned whether 
economic and national security 
would be threatened if a compa- 
ny with significant ties to China’s 
Communist government were to buy 
a major U.S. oil company. 

In a strongly worded state- 
ment, Hong Kong-based CNOOC 
said it might have raised its bid 
even higher, if not for the politi- 
cal backlash. 

Chevron spokesman Don 
Campbell declined to comment 
on CNOOC’s remarks, saying the 
company is focused on assuring a

Oh Boy, Zoo Knows Panda’s Gender 


While mom grabs a 
snack, officials sneak 
in examination of cub 

WASHINGTON I Male lions have 
manes. Male peacocks have color- 
ful feathers. But how can you tell 
whether a giant panda is a boy or 
a girl? 

“There are no specific markings,” 
said Lisa Stevens, assistant curator 
for the National Zoo’s panda col- 
lection. A close look at the panda’s 
anatomy is the only way to deter- 
mine its sex. 

Stevens and her veterinarian col- 
leagues got just such a view Tuesday 
morning, when the zoo determined 
that its three-and-a-half-week-old 
panda — only the 10th giant panda 
in the country — was a boy. Dr. Sharon Deem, a veterinarian atthe Smithsonian’s National Zoo, left, and Lisa

their cubs with equal fervor, regard- 
less of their gender. Mei Xiang cud- 
dles her still nameless little bundle 
of black-and-white fur almost 24 
hours a day. 

That makes it hard for the 
zoo’s staff to get the cub out of his 
mother’s embrace for examina- 
tions, Stevens said. She said the 
staff moved in for the nine -min- 
ute examination Tuesday when 
Mei Xiang left the den on her own 
to snack on some bamboo. Until 
then, zoo officials were only able 
to view the cub through a camera 
in the animals’ den. 

Zoo veterinarians quickly 
weighed the animal — it’s under 
two pounds — and established 
that it was healthy. They also deter- 
mined the cub’s gender by looking 
at panda photos sent by Chinese 
experts, jacob adelman (ap)

Experts Weigh Palmeiro’s Defense 


Blurry line over supplements muddles the issue 


D 0 P I N G I Depending on whom you 
ask, Rafael Palmeiro’s claim that he 
unwittingly took something to cause 
a positive test for steroids is either 
plausible — or laughable. 

The lack of regulation and testing 
of nutritional supplements lends cre- 
dence to the claims of players who say 
they were caught unaware by positive 
tests, one researcher said Tuesday. 

Steroid building blocks known 
as prohormones can cause a posi- 
tive test — and may not be listed on 
supplement labels, said Anthony C. 


Tommasello, a professor and direc- 
tor of the Office of Substance 
Abuse Studies at the University of 
Maryland pharmacy school. 

One such ingredient is DHEA, 
Tommasello said. Mostly manu- 
factured in China from the dried 
roots of a wild yam, it is a popu- 
lar muscle -building supplement 
in the United States. While not 
on Major League Baseball’s list of 
banned substances, it is converted 
in the body into an anabolic steroid, 
Tommasello said. 


If Palmeiro knew he was taking 
the so-called precursors, it’s akin 
to steroid use, said Adrian Dobs, 
an endocrinologist and profes- 
sor of medicine at Johns Hopkins 
University. “These people aren’t 
dumb. They know what they are 
doing,” she said. 

Washington Nationals outfielder 
Brad Wilkerson, who said he used 
creatine and protien powders in 
the past, isn’t taking any chances 
in baseball’s current climate. “I real- 
ly don’t take anything anymore. I 
really don’t know what’s in what,” he 
said Tuesday, alex dominguez (ap)

UNITED I D.C. United heads to 
Richmond for tonight’s round- of- 
16 U.S. Open Cup match playing a 
role similar to that of Chelsea in last 
week’s exhibition.

Rogers and Campbell helped 
lead the Tigers to a 13-0 record 
last year, including a 16-13 victory 
over Virginia Tech in the Sugar Bowl.

Cole said he was attracted to the 
show’s “almost schizophrenic qual- 
ity going between this real brutal- 
ity and glimpses of my character’s 
domestic life.” 


The music is technically intense 
— lots of quick guitar strums, snap- 
py drumming and soaring piano 
riffs — but the edges are smoothed 
over by Gill’s creamy vocals. 


Cole is waiting to shoot a scene 
in a seedy downtown alley for an 
upcoming episode called “Click, 
Click, Boom.” Working alongside his 
character are Alcohol, Tobacco and 
Firearms officer Jimmy McGloin 
(Ryan Hurst), FBI agent Tommy 
Rodriguez (Benjamin Benitez), 
LAPD high-tech expert Rodney 
Gronbeck (Josey Scott), and Carla 
Merced (Rashida Jones), a former 
Naval Intelligence officer who’s an 
expert hostage negotiator. 

Killed off in the July 31 premiere 
episode was Drug Enforcement 
Agency officer Joe Vacco, played 
by Brendan Kelly. 

His death in the line of duty 
was something Zamacona said he 
planned from the first draft of the 
script. “I want it to be that from epi- 
sode to episode,” he said. “You don’t 
know what might happen.” 

The demise allowed room for Lee

Zacamona was challenged at a 
recent press conference about TV’s 
escalating gruesomeness, and he 
said the question was upsetting. 

“I’m not after just sort of exploit- 
ing the misery of others,” he said.

VIDEO GAMES I With traditional 
pinball machines, keeping the sil- 
very ball from rolling out of play 
is enough of a challenge. “Flipnic: 
Ultimate Pinball” for PS2 adds 
a bizarre new mix of obstacles: 
Alligators, butterflies and flying 
saucers join the usual flippers and 
bumpers. 

It’s an approachable, family-safe 
game that even pinball wizards are 
likely to enjoy — once they adjust 
to the many changes from the old 
stand-up machines. 

Case in point: There’s no plung- 
er to send the ball launching in 
“Flipnic.” You just press a button 
to get the action in motion. 

It takes a lot of skill and tech- 


nique to time and angle shots off 
the flippers. And on some levels, 
the flippers are about the only thing 
resembling pinball. 

One board, for example, involves 
a battle with a silver, shape-shift- 
ing creature that shoots energy 
projectiles that temporarily dis- 
able the flippers. 

There are several boards on 
which to play, and all are rendered 
in crisp, fluid 3-D graphics. 

Despite all this seeming vari- 
ety, the levels feel small. And too 
much time is spent watching the 
ball zing from one area of the board 
to the next instead of actually play- 
ing; it’s also too easy to get stuck 
in one area with nothing especially 
interesting to do. 

Add to that, the accompanying 
electronic sound track becomes 
wearing after a while.

The new R-Class 
combines an SUV, 
a minivan and a bus 

ROAD TEST | Much ink will be 
spilled over what to call the new 
Mercedes-Benz R- class — cross- 
over, sport van, tall wagon. What 
about “bus”? A very nice bus, to be 
sure, a super-luxury bus with corus- 
cations of affluence drawn from the 
company’s S- class larder — things 
such as an optional DVD entertain- 
ment system with view screens in 
the front headrests (so then, “R” is 
for “rollin’,” yo?) and a huge power 
panoramic sunroof that Sir Joseph 
Paxton would envy. 

But a bus, nonetheless. Mercedes 
isn’t being coy about the R- class’ 
dimensions, referring to the R- 
class’s size as “commanding,” “gen- 
erous proportions” and even “XXL.” 
Stem to stern, the R- class is 203 


inches; that’s 10 inches longer than a 
Cadillac SRX, 5 inches longer than 
Caddie’s Escalade and 1 inch longer 
even than M-B’s S-class. 

Taken on its own, the R- class is 
a pretty wonderful piece of machin- 
ery. It shares its running gear with 
the new M- class SUV and is built 


in the same Alabama factory. Two 
engines are available: a 3. 5 -liter, 
24 -valve V6 good for 268 horse- 
power (R350); and the familiar 
5.0 -liter, 24 -valve V8 producing 
302 hp (R500). Both engines con- 
nect to the company’s seven-speed 
automatic transmission that, for all 


its hydraulic smoothness, seems to 
have no gears at all. The V6 model 
has respectable acceleration and the 
V8 version has more than respect- 
able pace, but you can definitely feel 
the mass as the vehicle maneuvers. 
The four-wheel independent sus- 
pension damps transient body 
motions well, but this is not a par- 
ticularly lively vehicle. 

For as big as the R- class looks on 
the outside, it actually feels bigger 
on the inside. Each of the six pas- 
senger positions offers a discrete 
personal space. The front passen- 
gers get eight-way power seats and 
dual-zone climate control, as well 
as reading lights and armrests. A 
lot of fuss and bother went into 
the vehicle’s climate system, sim- 
ply because the R- class has so much 
glass, inviting what’s known in the 
business as “solar gain.” Parked in 
direct sunlight, this thing will cook 
a Thanksgiving turkey.

The future Las Vegas 
will sport handheld, 
wireless gambling 

It won’t be long before Las Vegas 
gamblers are shooting dice while 
queued up to see their favorite 
comedian. Or playing poker under 
a poolside umbrella. Even a trip to 
the buffet will no longer keep casino 
patrons from playing slots. 

A law signed last month by Gov. 
Kenny Guinn made Nevada the first 
U.S. state to approve the use of wire- 
less, handheld gambling devices at 
its hotel- casinos. 

It’s a step forward for casino 
companies aching to offer Internet- 
based gambling — a business that 
federal law bars them from enter- 
ing, even as offshore competitors 
reap huge profits. 

“I think every major casino com- 
pany wants to get into online gam- 
ing but without access to the U.S. 
market it becomes a costly ven- 



Gambling Unplugged 


One force behind the bill is 
Cantor Fitzgerald LP, a New York- 
based financial services company 
that says an adaptation of its inter- 
active bond-trading technology will 
work for casino gambling. 

“Nevada is the first state to have 


a bill to allow this. Once Nevada 
does it, you’ll see the New Jerseys 
and the Mississippis do the same 
thing,” predicted David Loflin, 
president of Diamond I Inc., which 
developed its own device. 

Cantor Fitzgerald’s prototype 


device isn’t much bigger than a 
checkbook, can slip easily into a 
coat pocket and is already used in 
Britain for sports betting. 

Falcone doesn’t expect the devic- 
es to account for any serious rev- 
enue or be a significant driver of

“There needs to be places where 
there aren’t two and three gaming 
devices at your disposal,” she said. 
“It’s hard enough to get somebody’s 
order when they’re trying to fill out 
a Keno slip. All I need ... from them 
is how they like their eggs and what 
kind of toast they want.”

Under the law, the devices can 
be used only in public areas of 
casinos that have 100 or more slot 
machines and that offer at least one 
other gambling game.

Safety 


The fear of unknown 
adults can endanger 
kids, experts say 

Against a backdrop of highly publi- 
cized child abductions, some experts 
are urging parents to abandon the 
time -honored warning of “Don’t 
talk to strangers” and instead work 
creatively with their children on a 
variety of skills for being safe but 
not scared. 

“Our message is that children 
should recognize and avoid cer- 
tain situations, rather than cer- 
tain people,” said Nancy McBride 
of the National Center for Missing 
and Exploited Children. 

Federal statistics indicate there 
is no upsurge in child abductions 
and disappearances, though such 
cases often gain widespread atten- 
tion, fueling anxiety among parents 


and others. 

For parents, one of the groups 
trying to channel the anxiety into 
constructive child-safety approaches 
is the Jacob Wetterling Foundation, 
founded by a Minnesota couple 
whose 11-year- son was abducted in 
1989 and has not been seen since. 

The foundation’s executive 
director, Nancy Sabin, said the 
Stranger/Danger mantra “is far 
overrated” because most abduc- 
tors and abusers are known to the 
parent or child. 

“More than 80 percent of the 
time, the abductor is someone in 
the neighborhood,” she said. “The 
myth is that it’s a guy in a trench 
coat unknown to the child, but in 
fact it’s rarely a total stranger. ... 
Most people who are going to help 
a kid are strangers.” 

Sabin advised parents to prac- 
tice “what if” scenarios with their 
children to give them experience 
making decisions that might help 
them escape danger. What would 
the child do if suddenly separated

from a parent at a mall? How to 
respond if, while playing games 
in a video arcade, an adult man 
approaches? 

“Make it non-threatening,” Sabin 
said. “You don’t want to make a child 


afraid. If any of us are afraid, you 
can’t think clearly.” 

McBride said children should be 
tutored to identify adults, even if 
strangers, who might be able to help 
them — a sales clerk, for example, or 


another mother. Fear of unfamiliar 
adults might actually be harmful, 
McBride said, citing the recent case 
of Brennan Hawkins, the 11-year-old 
lost in Utah’s Uinta Mountains who 
hid from rescue workers because 
they were strangers. 

McBride said children should 
be taught to extricate themselves 
as swiftly as possible from a situa- 
tion that frightens or discomforts 
them, even if that entails brusque 
behavior. “That’s going to be tough 
for some parents,” she said. “You’re 
giving your children permission 
to be impolite if their safety is at 
stake.” 

The extent to which a child 
should physically resist may 
depend on circumstances, experts 
say. Sabin said such tactics could 
enable a child to escape — a Utah 
girl last week struck her abductor 
and he ultimately released her — 
or could backfire if attempted in 
an isolated area where the abduc- 
tor had no fear of being noticed.
